' 00,000/- (Rupees ono lakh only) from existing limit of 
Aa. 10,000/- (Rupees ten thousand only) as laid down in 
Tote 2 of Rule 3 of Post Office Insurance Fund Rules sub¬ 
ject to various other conditions detailed hereunder. 

2. Trie scheme for Physically Handicapped persons shall 
be called 'Speciat Scheme for Physically Handicapped’ and 
shall be included as Rule 14(3) under the POIF Rules in¬ 
stead of present Note 2 of Rule 3 of Post Office Insurance 
Fund Rules which shall stand deleted 


“14($)(b) : Persons suffering from any of the following 
handicaps shall be eligible to be considered for Insurance 
Under special scheme for ’Handicapped people* : 

(i) Blindness 

(ii) Deafness 
(iil) Dumbness 

(iv) Orthopaedic handicap 

(v) Midgets 

(vi) Hunchbacks 
(vil) Loss of limbs 

(viil) Paralysis or weakness or deformity due to PoUo. 

(ix) Any other deformity due to non-neurological 
origin. 


3. Consequently, the POIF Rules shall be amended as 
follows : 


“14(3) (c): Premium in respect of policies taken under 
the scheme will be determined as under : 


(a) Existing Note 2 below Rule 3 shall be deleted. 


Monthly premium Payable 


(b) Rule 14(3) shall be added to existing Rule 14(1) 
and Rule 14(2) as follows : 

“14(3) (a) : Physically Handicapped persons shall 
be Insured under the ‘Special Scheme for Physically 
Handicapped’ and shall have to undergo a special 
medical examination by the medical Authorities 
specified for the purpose in order to determine the 
exact nature and extent of their handicap and Its 
bearing on the life being insured. The medical 
report shall include in particular : 

(i) A report quantifying the extent of handicap (for 
example, deformity/loss of one limb, both 
limbs, etc). 

(ii) Cause of handicap, i.e., congenital or post-con¬ 
genital. 

(til) The effects of the handicap on longevity of 
the pre poser and whether the life risk is in¬ 
creasing or decreasing. 

“Provided that where such Medical Authority has declared 
that the life risk is increasing on account of the handicap, 
such life shall nof be insured and the proposal shall be re¬ 
jected. 

“Provided furlhet (hat if the proposer has taken leave on 
medical giounds for mojc than six days at a stretch in the 
t?st six months or/aud has undergone .any operation or hos¬ 
pitalisation fror any reason whatsoever during the last two 
''ears, such life shall not be insured and the proposal shall 
be rejected,

(a) In case the death of the insured takes place before 
the completion of one year from the date of accep¬ 
tance of the policy, only thirty five percent of the 
sum assured and the accrued bonus shall be pay¬ 
able. 

(b) In case the death of the insured takes place before 
the completion of two years hue not before the 
completion of one year from the date of acceptance 
of the policy, only sixty percent of the sum assured 
and the accrued bonus shall be payable. 

(c) In case the death of the insured takes place before 
the completion of three years but not before the 
completion of two years from the date of acceptance 
of the policy, only ninety percent of the sum assur¬ 
ed and accrued bonus shall be payable. 

(d) lu case the death of the insured takes place after the 
completion of three years, full sum ussured alpng- 
with accrued bonus thereon shall be payable,” 

4. These amendments shall come into force with effect 
from 1-9-91.
